There have been times since the 
falling of the “latter rain” that it was 
hard for people to get to the Lord. 
The preaching seemed ineffective; 
the songs seemed rather lifeless and 
with no influence toward helping peo- 
ple to pray through; the heavens 
seemed like brass wien prayers were 
prayed; sinners would not come to 
the altar; the believers seldom re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost; tne meetings 
were not any too well attended, and 
the Spirit did not work stronggamong 
the people like He did when the peo- 
ple first began to get the Holy 
Ghost evidenced by the other tongues. 

But this year the times of refresh- 
ing have come from the presence of 
the Lord. And this is anotaer fine 
evidence of the soon coming of the 
Lord. It is getting to be mucna easier 
for people to get saved, sanctified and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost than it 
was a year ago. Tuere is a mellow, 
humble, sweet spirit pervading the 
very atmosphere, and thousands are 
more or less affected by it. 

Taere is_a cause for this existing 
condition, and no matter what the 
cause is the fact remains just the 
same. Tae rainy season is on again, 
and if people ever expect to get right 
with God, now is the time for taem 
to make the effort. The drougat may 
set in again and the revival work may 
not be as prosperous as it is at tne 
present time.In his second pentecost- 
al sermon Peter said, “Repent ye 
therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, waen the 
times of refreshing shall come from 
the presence of the Lord.” (Acts 3:19). 
Here is enougn proof to show that 
there are seasons of réfresting in 
spirituals similar to tne seasons and 
rains that cause the vegetation to 
grow .and multiply. Not long since I 
received a letter from a distance in 
which the writer said, “the rainy sea- 
son has set in.” He referred to the 
real rain from the clouds. 

It is good to know that the pres- 
ence of tne Lord is great in the 
earth to-day, and that He is working 
so wonderfully. Tuat Prophet spok- 
en of by Moses has indeed come. 
Preparations are~being made for the 
last great drive tnat will put the 
world into the tribulation period and 
the saints at the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. The inhabitants must be 
drenched with the great outpourings 
of the Spirit, and God is going to 
give all men one more opportunity 
to repent and find the Lord. But 1 
would not want to be in their place 
if they miss tnis special outpouring 
that is falling so freely now. 

It is only a little time until tae 
“rich men” will be weeping and howl- 
ing on account of the “miseries” that 
come upon them. It always seemed 
to me that the rich men could get a- 
long in this world very well, but we 
are told they are going to weep and 
howl about the time of the falling of 
the “latter raim.” And if this is the 
‘Jatter rain,” we may well ex- 
“weep 
and howl.” 


This seems to be a very peculiar 
experience for rich people to have, 
but there it is, and no way to get 
around it. They are just as sure to 
weep and howl as people are to talk 
in tongues. They are amazed and 
think we are queer people to talk in 
tongues but waen they get the weep- 
ing and howling experience what will 
people think of them? People may 
think this view is incorrect, but there 
it is and I am only telling it as_ is 
written in our great Book. (James 5: 
1.) . 
This Scripture in James snows the 
trouble between capital and labor 
that is to take place in the last days 
—days whentthe latter rain is falling, 
and now here it is being fulfilled 
rigat before our eyes. It is only a 
matter of a little time then till the 
rich people will ‘ave that peculiar 


experience. This will not stop the 
tongues—-the Holy Gaost will con- 
tinue His work while capital and 


labor are locking horns and grinding 
eacn other. 


There seems to be a little lull in 
the storm that as_ been raging. 
There are probably not so many 
strikes just now, but the works are 
closed down in’ many places.. The 
furnaces are cold, the machinery is 
quiet, the whistles do not blow like 
they did, the men are laid off in- 
definitely and thousands are walking 
the streets vainly searching for em- 
ployment. FEvicenily th> :torm clouds 
are gathering for a fresh outbreak of 
some kind. The naticns are restless. 
No way scarcely to know wnat will be 
next. Quite recently one nation that 
has taken no active part in the war 


troubles and seemed to be lying plac- 
| idly upon the crest of ner own securi- 
ty has just had a_ break, Internal 
trouble has struck ‘tnis one and the 
'eyes of many who are interested are 
watching for the results. 





During this time of uncertainty the 
“latter rain” is still falling. Revivals 
are breaking out everywaere. Such 
a call for preachers has never been 
known. They can’t get the preach- 
ers every time but in many places 
the power falls, people are getting 
saved with no preacner to preach and 
| God i8s\using any body that can read 
| and talk and away goes the revival. 


God is wonderfully with His people. 
| 


The message comes exhorting us to 
be patient. (James 5:7). This would 
indicate that some -will begin to be 
a little impatient and James sends 
the messgge down the line before 
hand. It is just like the Lord to navé 
the comfort and warnings prepared 
before hand. Years ago I read a 
story of a caravan crossing the great 
Sahara Desert and every few miles 
they uncovered a lot of ostrich egg- 
shells that were full of water. Be- 
cause of this the entire caravan Were 
kept alive on their journey. Some- 
body had gone on before and filled 
the shells with water and _ buried 
them in the sand. So the apostles 
and prophets have gone on before 
and marked out the way and planted 
guide posts and signs and refreshments 
so that we may be preserved while 
crossing tue deserts in our experi- 
ences. 


James said, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto thé~ coming’ of ~ tie 
Lord.” And this carries us right 
through the “latter rain” experience. 
“Behold, the Ausbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earta, and 
hath long patience for it, until ae re- 
ceive the early and latter rain.” Je: 
sus has patience, so we must be pa- 
tient. He nas to wait for His Bride 
till the latter rain comes. The form- 
er or early rain of the Spirit was on 
ithe day of Pentecost and for a good 
many years following, but tae Lord 
is not going to come until both the 
early and latter rain falls. The latter 
rain is now falling-—the times of re- 
fresuing are now here. Prophecies 
are fulfilling rapidly. The coming of 
the Lord is nigh at nand. How do 
I know? Let James answer, We have 
just read from James that the Lord 
would not come until bot the early 
and latter rain have fallen, and he ex- 
Norts us to be patient till the coming 
of the Lord, now we read, “Be ye al- 
so patient.” As much as to say, Tne 
Lord is ‘patient and cannot come for 
His. bride until the early and latter 
rain falls, so now you be patient al- 
so. The next words are,“stablish your 
hearts: for the coming of the Lord is 
at hand.” (R. V.) That is, the coming 
of the Lord is at hand when tae lat- 
ter rain falls. And now the coming 
of the Lord is at hand because the 
latter rain is falling. 


It is very clearly explained that 
the “early rain” was the pouring out 
of the Spirit on the day of Pentecost, 
and they talked in tongues, and the 
signs followed believers for it is 
said, “They went forth and preached 
everywaere, the Lord working with 
them, and eonfirming the word with 
signs following.” (Mark 16:20.) And 
the latter rain has to be the very 
same that the early rain was. And 
this is just wnat we have now. The 
Holy Ghost is falling, the multitudes 
are talking with other tongues as the 
Spirit gives the utterance just like 
they did when tne early rain was 


falling. This is conclusive. So we 
can well say, “Tne coming of the 
Lord draweth nigh.” _(James 5:8.) 


And itis not sucha wonder after all 
that the presence of the Lord is great 
in the earth today, The ‘coming of 
the Lord is at hand, and His power- 
ful influence is coming before Him. 


Take your stand on tae railroad 
track at night as the lightning ex- 
press .is approaching: The light 
streams out ahead, the noise is heard, 
and saortly the mighty train sweeps 
by. The latter rain brings both light 
and noise,. Such light on the Scrip- 
tures has never been known. It is 
made as plain as day. The tongues, 
the other signs, the power, the inter- 
pretation of Scripture verses that 
have been dark for many genexa- 
tions, tae beautiful light .on_ the 
Chureh of God; all shining so brignt. 
Then the noise is on anead. At the 
time of the falling of tae early rain 
it was said, “And when this was 
noised abroad.” (Acts 2:6.) And now 
the noise of the latter rain is going 








on ahead of the coming of the Lord. | 

I tell you tae times of refreshing | 
are on. The latter rain is causing; 
the rivers of salvation to swell. A 
cloudburst in Colorado quite recently 
put the creeks and rivers on a ram- 
page. The banks were overfiowed. | 
Five feet of water ran in the streets | 
of Pueblo, and the rush of the water! 
was tremendous. It was a great down 
pour of water from the clouds. We 
may well look out for a cloud burst: 
of the latter rain. There is to be a 
sweeping, overflowing revival and we 
may be entering the edge of it now. 
Truly, the Holy Ghost is manifesting | 
Himself wonderfully now, and surely 
it will rise to flood tide by the time 
for the Assembly in November. 

These snowers of refreshings have 
a double effect. They refresh and 
bless the saints and make them grow 
spiritually, and they touch the sinners 
and float them in to Jesus. And the 
greater the rain tne more people are 
swept into the current. Oa, for a, 
cloud burst of the latter rain. Let 
the rivers of salvation rise. Let them 
overflow their banks. Let the 
water flood’ the cities, towns and 
rural districts. I hope they will flood 
the low lands and wasa over the high 
lands and sweep down the mountain 
sides. Surely the great wave is at 
hand. The spiritual blessings will 
surely flow like rivers on a rampage. 
O, surely it is coming—the very 
thing we have been praying for and 
looking for. O, my soul is full of 
hign expectations! How is yours? 
Good night. 


THE RESURRECTION

A resurrection is a state of life 
after a state of death; a return of the 
same body that went into the grave, 
If one is to be sure of the resurrec- 
ticn of the Lord, they must be sure of 
His deata. 


“Did He die?” askea the Jews who 
persecuted” Him; 
passed the sentence upon Him; the 
soldiers that executed Him; the 
crowd of spectators who witnessed 
His dying agony and heard Him say 
“It is finished,” and saw His head 
recline upon His shoulders. Ask all 
nature, the rent vail, the darkened 
sun, the showering rocks, the open 
tombs, the risen saints, and the 
trembling earth. Ask the soldiers 
who were sent to hasten tne death of 
the sufferer and break-the bones of 
the two thieves that were crucified 
with the Lord; when tuey came to 
Him they did not break His bones as 
He was dead. But one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced His side and 
forthwith came tnere out blood and 
water for the washing of the nations, 
clearly indicating that life was  ex- 
tinet. Ask Joseph wno begged the 
body for burial and wrapped it in 
clean linen and laid it in his own 
tomb. -Ask the mournful possession 
of weeping disciples taat followed and 
saw Him laid in the sepulchre. They 
all pronounced Him dead. 

What a curse this was, in the his- 
tory of tne Christian church. The 
Shepherd of Israed was smitten and all 
the flock scattered, the enemies of the 
cross seemed to have a momentary 
triumph and Zion was prostrate -and 
bleeding in a thousand veins. The 
Savior was about to demonstrate that 
He was the Son of God or to be de- 
tected as an impostor. Anxious nearts 
were waiting on either side and the 
wheels of time seemed to linger. The 
soldiers were at their post day and 
night. As the third day ‘approached 
and was announced by the faint 
glimmer waich the morning star shed 
on the soldier’s spears, the interest 
of the occasion was increasing. Pres- 
ently the eastern horizon was slightly 
streaked with the dawn of day. The 
soldiers took courage and _ perhaps 
thought that the victory was theirs and 
already in their imagination they had 
returned to their employers to. be 
greeted and applauded with shouts of 
triumph and rewarded with the wages 
of iniquity. - 

Suddenly the keepers were aroused 
from their slumber by an earthquake 
that unsealed the tomb and two celes- 
tial beings dispatched from heaven, re- 
gardless of the armed soldiers and 
the governor’s seal who eagerly roll- 
ed the stone away. Jesus exerted the 
power of His divinity and like a 
mighty conqueror defeated the pow- 
ers of death, hell and the grave. The 
keepers became as dead men when 
they saw the angels and great fear 
came upon them. 

They returned to the city and it 
was very natural for them to relate 
the facts of the resurrection as they 
happened. This was an awful mo- 
ment and ng time to trifle. A council 
was called in which it was agreed 
that the soldiers were to recall the 
report they had made and put forth 
another, namely, that while they 
Slept, His disciples came by night and 
stole Him away. The council had 





nally with the promise of large sums 
of money and of personal indemnifi- 
cation they were reluctantly induced 
to comply, so they contradicted their 
own statement and said that while 
they slept, His disciples came by 
night and stole Him away. 

The first ones to discover the res- 
urrection were Mary and a few of her 
friends. They left home about the 
same time the soldiers left the 
sepulchre for the city. The women 
had come to the sepulchre to embalm 
the body of Jesus according to the 
‘custom in those days. They were 
talking about who would move away 
the stone when to their astonishment 
they found it rolled away and Jesus 
was gone. In their disappointment 
and sympathy for their Savior they 
wept bitterly. Then the angel*came 
to Mary and said, “Fear not ye: for 
I know that ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. He is not here: for he is 
risen, as he said.” Matt. 28:5,6. 


After tne angels were gone, the 
women departed quickly with fear 
and great joy. But Mary stood with- 
out at the sepulchre weeping waen 
She discovered a person’ standing 
there but her eyes were so _ filled 
with tears that she believed }im to 
be the gardener and tainking that 
he might aave taken the body away 
She said, “Sir, if thou ‘ave borne 
him hence, tell me waere thou hast 
laid him, and I will take him away.” 
He said, “Mary.” She turned around 
and there stood Jesus. She fell at 
His feet in an act of worship but He 
said, “Touch me not; for I am not 
yet ascended to my Fataer: but go 
to my brethren, and say unto -them, 
I ascend unto my Father, and your 
Father; and to my God and your 
God.” Joan 20:17. She hurried with 
the message that the Lord had risen. 
Peter and John were the first dis- 
ciples she met, they hurried to the 
sepulchre and found it to be as sne 
had said but the other disciples be- 
lieved it not. 


The same day two of the disciples 
Went to Emmaus, a village seven and

walked with them but their eyes were 
holden that they should not know 
Him. “He said unto them, What man. 
ner of communications are taese that 
ye have one to another, as ye walk, 
and are sad? Cleopas answering said, 
unto him, Art thou only a stranger 
in Jerusalem, and hast not known the 
things which are come to pass there 
in these days? And he said unto 
them, What things? And they said 
unto tim, Concerning Jesus of Naz- 
areth, which was a prophet migaty in 
deed and word before God and all tie 
people: And how the chief priests 
and our rulers delivered him to be 
condemned to death, and have cruci- 
fied him. And beside all this, today 
is the third day since these taings 
were done. Yea, and certain women 
also of our company made us _ as- 
tonisned, which were early at the 
sepulchre; And when they found not 
his body, they came, saying, that 
they had also seen a vision of angels, 
waich said that he was alive. Then 
he said unto them, O fools, and slow 
of heart to believe all that the proph- 
ets have spoken: Ougit not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory? And beginning 
at Moses and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the Scrip- 
tures the things concerning himself.” 
Luke 24:17-27. 

)When ‘they reached their destina- 
tion, He made as though He would 
Pass on but they besought him to 
tarry with them. As the day was far 
spent He yielded to their request and 
“as he sat at meat with them, he took 
tae bread, and blessed it and brake, 
and gave to them. ‘And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him; 
and he vanished out of their sight. 
And they said one to another, Did 
not our heart burn within us, while he 
— with us by the way?” Luke 24:

Look: fer the Mark of 
The Beast

I have given the subject of the 
Beast a good deal of thought recently, 
and am persuaded that’ our people 
should be very careful and prayerful 
in these days. Some . developments 
have come to my observation reééntly 
that I feel impressed to make public. 
“Will labor unions and secret orders 
be the mark of the beast?”is a ques- 
tion that is being asked by many. I 
am unable to answer the question de- 
finitely, but can just give a bit of 
what I know. - I have belonged to both 
labor -unions and secret orders. In 
both, there is a sign-in the handsnake 
and in the head, by which the mem- 
bers may make themselves known to 
other members of. the same union or 
lodge. 


The following paragraph I quote 
from a Jewish religious pamphlet: 
“The second danger that is threaten- 
ing Christendom is found in the great 
socialistic and communistic move- 
ments, which disturb the tranquility 
of modern society. And it is signifi- 
cant fact that these are being led to 
a great extent by Jews. Among the 
most prominent and dangerous. or- 
ganizations nas been the Internation- 
al Workingmen’s Association. A pro- 
duct of the revolution of 1848 when 
the Jews, Carl Marx, Bebel, and 
Liebknecht, issued a circular calling 
upon all the working classes in the 
world to unite in a crusade in regard 
to ghe relation of capital and labor. 
So it was a Jew again. Ferdinand 
Lasalle, who founded in May 1863 the 
German Workingman’s Union, out of 
which has developed the German 
Socialist Party.” 


When we consider these things be- 
ing organized by Jews who are anti- 
christians, and with all the signs in 
the hand and the head that accom- 
pany, we get food for thought. 

I had a labor journal placed in my 
nands a few days ago, and found 
a clause in it which reads, “When you 
go to buy or sell, look for the sign 
or the card.” The meaning of tais is 
to spend your money with members 
of the union. In a south Georgia city 
where I recently visited, the labor 
union people eat at a restaurant oper- 
ated by a union man or sympathizer. 
A gentleman walked in and ordered 
breakfast. He was challenged with 
the sign or card and not having eita- 
er, he was asked to leave Ne place 
with the information tiat his patron- 
age was not desired unless he could 
give the sign. 


The farmers are organizing and are 
to have a buyer and seller to handle 
their produce. I presume the man that 
does not take the mark can neither 
buy nor sell in their store-house. 


I think it would be well for our 
people to read the 13th chapter of 
Revelation and be very careful. I am 
wondering, as I meditate on these 
things, if it would not be well for the 
Church of God to begin preparing for 
our people by organizing a store- 
nouse and other industries through . 
which we can buy or sell, and secure 
employment? We are living in peril- 
ous times and these things are rapid- 
ly developing. It behooves us to know 
the Word of God, and if we nestle 
right close to it and stick close to 





God, He will see us safely through.

A mistress is a 
woman having authority; a woman 
well- skilled in amything. Notice that 
lady is defined as a mistress and we 
have the definition of mistress just a- 
bove. Is it any wonder that John has 
taken the mame “lady” to represent the 
Church of God? The Church of God 
is becoming more skillful. She is a 
lady. 

4th. The female head of the house- 
hold. The Church of God is referred to 
as a household in Eph. 2:19. She, 
with her members, form the house 
hold like the elect lady and her house- 
hold. So that part of the household 
that exercises authority, the mistress 
of the work is the lady. 

5th. And last one says, lady means 
the feminine corresponding to lord. 
Lord means superior master. Jesus, 
Himself is the superior Master, but 
the feminine of the term is lady. Il 
notice in the Syriac version that they 
have used the word “kuria” instead 
of lady. He starts by saying, “The 
elder unto the kuria elect.” This word 
kuria instead of lady is retained in the 
Syriac, doubtless, for a purpose. I find 
by investigation that it is a Greek 
word and feminine of “kurios’’ which 
Ineans controller; suprame in authori- 
ty ete. By these terms properly ap- 
plied we can readily see why the 
Church is referred to in the feminine 
gender; not feminine of God, but fem- 
inine of government when it takes the 
piace of a noun. 
Now, John addresses this lady as the 
elect lady. In 1 Pet. 1:2 we find that 
people are elect through sanctificatior 
of the Spirit wnto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ 


Church of God, to them that are sanc- 
tified. 1 Cor. 1:2. 
John further admonishes kuria in 
verse eight of Second John, “Look to 


yourselves, that we lose not those 
things which we have wrought, but 
that we receive a full reward.” . Did 


you notice that it said yourselves? 
Plural.. This shows that he was ad- 
dressing members and not an indivi- 
dual. 


He also says, “If there come any un- 
to you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, neith- 
er bid him God speed.” The Syriac 
says, “Say not unto him joy, for he 
that saith joy to thee, is partaker of 
his evil deeds.” 


I have heard of preachers coming 
around with a doctrine different to the 
Church of God, who would shout and 
make a larger noise than anybody. 
Then some ttle weak kuria (church) 
that didn’t know the truth, would open 
their house (church building) where 
kuria is holding her services and say, 
“Come in, joy unto thee. Just shout 
all you want to, be at home, be free.” 
As a consequence, he captures about 
half of your members, tears up the 
Church and Holiness is soon a thing 
of the past. Why? Because some 
kuria (lady, church) wanted to be 
liberal and threw their doors open to 
everything that shouts, when the man 
of God has said plainly not to say 
“joy unto thee,” to every body who 
comes along and further states that 
ye are partakers of his evil deeds ‘if 
you do it. 
John closes his letter by sayiny, 
“The children of thy elect sister greet 
thee.” If the first elect lady was kuria, 
feminine of kurios, which means 
authority, controller ete., the second 
elect sister means the same _ thing. 
Therefore it was a local Church whuse 
members were sending greetings to 
fhe Church of the first part. 
I am becoming more and more con- 
vinced that the Church of ‘tod is to 
be a wall of protection and she as the 
lady is coming more and more toward 


accuracy in her household. I be- 
lieve it will be impossible for 
an imposter to palm _ off this 


rotten doctrine on her although he 
does seem to have great joy. She is- 
not going to say, “joy unto thee” until 
ghe knows that he has the truth, that 
is that they have become assimilated 
to.the Church of God. Syriac 1 Thes. 
2:13, 14. 

What is your idea of what con- 
stitutes a lady? Is it a woman who 
is loose in her dealings and ways of 
doing? Is it one who will not regard 
the law of her husband, nor court his 
love by being a good mother to his 
children and keeping the home tidy 
and in good order?

The case of the Pharisee recorded in 
Luke 18:10, 15, by no means condemns 
fasting, but only shows how the Phar- 
isee expected his good works to take 
him through. Fasting alone will not 
gave us, we (must obey the whole law 
but fasting will help to keep us hum- 
ble and in attitude to approach God 
acceptably. 

Fasting was practiced in the early 
church. This can not be denied. In 
Acts 13:2, you cam see where the Holy 
Ghost spoke to the disciples after they 
had fasted and told them to separate 
Barnabas and Saul. So they fasted a- 
gain and laid hands on them and 
sent them away. Later we find Paul 
and Barnabas laying hands on some 
men after they had fasted and ordain- 
ed them elders of théchurch. 
When Cornelius was seeking God 
for a deeper experience he fasted with 
prayers and God heard his prayer and 
told him just what to do. Acts 10:30, 
$2. This led to his baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 


Another undeniable proof of the 
practice of fasting in the early church 
is found in 1 Cor. 7:5. Paul is giviag 
instructions to the church and setting 
things right that bad fallen into con- 
fugion and he here recommends the 
husband and wife to fast and pray 
and to put away every other thought 
so they might be given up to the Lord. 
He also tells us to prove ourselves as 
the ministers of God in fasting, along 
with other lines. Read carefully 2 
Cor. 6: 3-11. 

Paul himself fasted often, 2 Cor, 11: 
27, and if we are to follow Paul as 
he followed the Lord we will find our- 
selves given more to fasting and pray- 
er. God surely hears us when we hum- 
ble ourselves before him in fasting and 
prayer, and we can always get an an- 
swer of some kind when we approath 
Him this way. 
Nineveh was spared after God had

we are made to understand many 
things not mentioned by other writers. 
“In those days I Daniel wag mourning 
three full weeks. I ate no pleasant 
bread, neither came flesh nor wine in 
my mouth, neither did I anoint my- 
self at all, till three whole weeks were 
fulfilled.” Dan. 10:2, 3. 
Christ fasted forty days. “And when 
he had fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterward an hungred.” 
Matt. 4:2. We say He is our example 
and yet we have seen; a few people 
who oppose fasting; I have known of 
one man and his wife who preached a- 
gainst it, taking for a text, Isa. 58, 
when Isaiah is showing how useless 
it is to fast when we are fasting for 
strife and debate, and for our own un- 
godly lusts. He tells us when we fast 
to give bread to the hungry, a home 
to the homeless and clothing to the 
naked and God would accept our fast. 
I can’t see how any Bible reader can 
use these Scriptures to oppose fasting 
when they are so plain and _ there 
are many other places where fasting 
is commended. 
In Matt 17:21 we find a case where 
the devil was nat subject to the dis- 
ciples only through fasting and pray- 
er. Jesus had taken Peter, James and 
John up on the mount with him and

Tais is a glorious truth set forth in 
ihe Bible but one much misunderstood 
and, therefore, misapplied, Some 
think it is attainable in this life and 
therefore this will never die, but 
it is plainly stated in God’s Word that 
death is passed upon all: 

In Heb. 9:27, God says “that it is 
appointed unto men once to die and 
efter that the judgment. 

Of course complete redemption 
cludes the whole being—spirit, soul 
and body. He redeemed us from the 
cares of sin: death passed upon all 
for that all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God. If there 
were no redemption of the body there 
would be no resurrection for it is the 
body alone that dies and also is resur- 
rected. 


Job says in Job 19:26, “And thouga 
after my skin worms destroy this 
body, yet in my flesh shall I see God.” 
David says in Psa.. 17:15, “I shall be 
satisfied, when I awake, with thy like- 
licss.° 80 WO See that they were both 
looking forward to the time when 
they should see God, but both put it 
after death when the body should be 
redeemed. 


In 1 John 3:2 we find, “We know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall’ 
be like him; for we shall see him as 
he is.” This is the same time Job 
and Daniel were looking forward to. 

“But go thou thy way till the end 
be: for thou shalt rest, and stand in 
thy lot at the end of the days.” Dan. 
12:18. This can only mean hig death 
and resurrection. So we see that he 
ig promised the redemption of his body 
after death, not before, for he is to 
rest, which means death. 

In Romans 8:20 we see where Paul 
said,“For the creature (the body) 
was made subject to vanity, not will- 
ingly, but by reason of him who hath 
Subjected the same in hope.” In Wen. 
3:19 we find that this was dane when 
man fell into sin, but they were not 
left without nope. Gen. 3:15. He be- 
came the creature (the body) itself 
also shall be delivered from the bona- 
age of corruption into the ‘glorious 
liberty of the children of God. There 
is promise of the resurrection of the 
body and Jesus says they are the 
children of God by being children of 
the resurrection, so we see our redemp- 
tion is not complete until our bodies 
are glorified. 

Paul says in Rom. 8:23, “And not 
only they, but ourselves also, which 
have the first fruits of the Spirit, even 
we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, (that 
is) the redemption of our body-” So, 
we see again that our redemption is 
not complete until the resurrection 
when our bodies are glorified and made 
age unto His glorious body. Phil. 3: 

Again in Phil. 3:7 after enumerating 
some of the things that he had at- 
tained to Paul says that he couats all 
but loss for the excellency of Christ 
Jesus. “That I may know him, and 
the power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being 
made conformable unto his death; lt 
by any means I might attain unto the 
resurrection of the dead. (Greek 
scholars say it should be out from a- 
mong the dead) All will be resurrect- 
ed, Jno. .5:25-29) some-to resurrection 
life and some to the resurrection of 
damnation. ' 

“Not as though I had already attain- 
ed, either were already perfect: (Paul 
doeg not refer to sanctification here for 
he had that, but to the perfection ot 
his body at the resurrection) but 1 
follow after; if that I may apprehend 
that for which also 1 am apprehended 
of Christ Jesus. Brethren, I count not 
myself to have apprenended: but this 
one thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, 1 
press toward the mark for the prize of 
the high calling of God in Christ Je- 
sus’”’ Phil. 3:12-14. “Let us there- 
fore, as many as be perfect, (perfect 
in love or sanctified) be thus minded.” 

We see that Paul was not striving 
for the resurrection, as that was for 
all, but for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus which 
can be mone other than the bridehood. 
Therefore the first company -to be res- 
urrected and in their redeemed or 
glorified bodies, are therefore in the 
brfdehood of Christ. 

1 Cor. 15 clearly teaches when and 
bow the redemption of our body takes 
place. “In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed.”. 1 Cor, 15:52. 

The body is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption; it is sown 
or buried in dishonor, it is raised (or) 
resurrected) in glory, that is in the 
redeemed or glorified body. .. 

If we accept the false teaching that 
immortality of the body is in this 
life or this side of death, we do away 
with the resurrection of the body and 
therefore overthrow the faith of some. 

Paul says in 1 Cor. 15:51; “Behold, 
I shew you a mystery; we shall not all 
sleep (die), but we shall all be chang- 
ed. And in 1 Thes. 4:16, 17, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heav- 
en with a shout,with the voice of tae 
archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” So you see when we get our 
redeemed bodies—at His coming—we 
will not stay here but rise to meet 
Jesus in the air. Hallelujah for a rée- 
demption for our whole being through 
Jesus. “And God so loved the world, 
* * * that whosoever beliéveth on him 
shall mot perish but have everlasting 
life,” spirit, soul and body. Amen.
